WE DO WILL that you and each of you, and all others in this 
behalf interested on THURSDAY, the TWENTY-FIRST day 
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of FEBRUARY, A.D. 1952, at the hour of three o’clock in the 
afternoon, at Our City of Edmonton, personally be and appear 
for the despatch of business, to treat, act, do and conclude upon 
those things, which in the Legislature of Our Province of 
Alberta, by the Common Council of Our said Province, may, 
by the favour of God, be ordained.

His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor 
entered the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 
SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATVE ASSEMBLY: 


I welcome you to this Fifth Session of the Eleventh Legis- 
lature of the Province of Alberta. 


We meet today in the shadow of a great bereavement. The 
sudden passing of His Majesty King George the Sixth has filled 
the hearts of all his subjects with sorrow and a deep sense of 
personal loss. His Majesty’s greatness was such that the 
announcement of his death profoundly affected the thoughts 
and emotions of millions throughout the world and that fact in 
itself is perhaps the highest tribute that can be paid to a monarch 
who, in both his public and private life at all times, set the 
finest of examples for his people to follow. An appropriate 
motion will be placed before you expressing the sympathy of all 
our people to Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth the Second, and to 
all the members of the Royal Family. May God comfort and 
sustain them in their hour of bereavement. 


_ We have acclaimed the accession of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth the Second and in so doing we have recalled with 
much pleasure her recent visit in our midst. 


Our people long will remember the joyous occasion of Her 


Majesty’s visit to our Province with her husband, the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 
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We pledge to her our unfeigned devotion and loyalty and 
we pray that she will be blessed with long life and Divine 
wisdom that under her reign the Empire may flourish and her 
people prosper. 


Unfavorable weather and harvesting conditions last year 
adversely affected our basic industry, Agriculture, and seriously 
reduced the quality of and income from field crops. Only the 
stabilizing effect of the extensive industrial and natural resources 
development currently taking place prevented the serious crop 
losses from impairing the provincial economy to an even greater 
extent. Many farmers suffered great personal losses which it is 
hoped will be partially recovered by further harvesting after 
the snow melts in spring. 


Pursuing its aggressive policy of agricultural assistance, 
my Government will ask you to approve a further extension in 
District Agriculturist services. The agricultural stabilization 
program proposed for the coming year will place emphasis on 
soil conservation, livestock improvement and better land use. 
To improve the quality and production of field crops, you will 
be asked to provide assistance for the construction of additional 
seed cleaning plants at a number of new locations. 


Irrigation waters, stored in the new St. Mary’s Dam, are 
now available for distribution and an accelerated program, 
involving the construction of lateral ditches, land surveying and 
levelling, will be carried out during the coming year. 


Substantial progress has been made during the past year 
in the extension of hydro-electric facilities, particularly in the 
field of rural electrification. Further encouragement will be 
given this program by continuing assistance to Rural Electrifica- 
tion Co-operatives under the provisions of The Co-operatives 
Association Guarantee Act and by extending the services pro- 
vided by the Alberta Power Commission which will be recon- 
stituted and placed under the direction of a full-time chairman. 


My Government proposes to extend its program for the 
progressive and orderly development of our natural resources. 
The development of oil and natural gas, which has contributed 
much to our provincial prosperity, has reached the point where 
it is favorably affecting the economy of the whole of Canada. 
My Government will continue to promote this development under 
policies which assure sound conservation practices and encourage 
competitive individual enterprise with all our people sharing 
in the benefits to the end that Alberta’s production of petroleum 
products will be sufficient to meet the total Canadian require- 
ments at the earliest possible date. 


The Petroleum and Natural Gas Conservation Board has 
completed a further thorough study of the reserves of natural 
gas and the availability of surplus gas for export beyond our 
borders. The Board is making every effort to complete its report 
before the end of this session of the Legislature. In dealing 
with this matter, my Government’s first concern is to make 
certain that the rights and best interests of the people of Alberta 
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are fully protected. Further progress toward the development 
of the vast bituminous sand deposits along the Athabasca River 
is anticipated during the coming year. 


In the field of forestry, my Government will continue its 
aerial surveys and forest inventory and will work in close 
harmony with the industry in carrying out a sound forest con- | 
servation program. You will be asked to approve amendments 
to The Forests Act necessary to this end. | 


An agreement has been entered into with the Government 
of Canada whereby the provision of the Old Age Assistance 
Act (Canada) and the Blind Persons Act (Canada) were made 
available to the people of Alberta effective January first of this 
year. Complementary legislation to these statutes will be placed 
before you and will replace The Old Age Pensions Act which 
you approved at the last session and which granted authority 
to my Government to enter into these agreements. 


A revised Supplementary Allowance Act will be introduced 
to enable the payment of these special allowances to all pen- 
sioners in the 65 to 69 year age group and to certain categories 
of persons who receive pensions under the Old Age Security 
Act (Canada). Hospitalization, medical, dental and optical 
treatment services will be provided at the expense of the Province 
to all persons and their dependents who are granted assistance 
under The Old Age Assistance Act. 


Further legislation will be submitted to provide a widow’s 
pension of $40.00 per month together with hospital and medical 
services to widows in the 60 to 65 year age group who qualify 
under the same regulations other than age as apply to The Old 
Age Assistance Act. 


It is proposed to raise the age limit from 21 years to 25 
years for those who suffer from the effects of rheumatoid 
arthritis and for whom the Province will provide free hospital- 
ization and treatment services. 


You will be asked to approve substantially increased ap- 
propriations to assist Municipal and hospital authorities in 
providing subsidized hospitalization to the largest possible. num- 
ber of individuals. 


The reorganization of rural Health Units will be continued 
during the coming year. It is planned to make this service 
available to all Municipalities in the Province as rapidly as the 
necessary Public Health Staff can be recruited. 


To serve the needs of Southern Alberta, the facilities of a 
Cerebral Palsy Clinic will be provided in Calgary similar to that 
now in operation in Edmonton. 


The Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium now completed will 
make available, during the coming year, much needed additional 


facilities for the treatment of those suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 
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‘There will be submitted for your consideration at this 
session a bill providing for a new School Act. The purpose of 
this bill will be to consolidate and clarify existing legislation 
which has been subject to numerous amendments over many 
years. 


The School Borrowing Assistance Act also will come before 
you for modification. My Government proposes to increase the 
benefits provided under this legislation and to simplify its 
administration. 


You will be asked to approve appropriations for what is 
expected to be the largest main highway construction program 
in the history of the Province, together with substantial grants 
on a 75%-25% basis to enable Municipalities, Local Improve- 
ment Districts and Special Areas, to supplement the highway 
network with improved district highways and local roads. 


You will be asked to provide funds for the construction of 
necessary new public buildings at the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, and to accommodate increased apprenticeship train- 
ing at the Technical Institute of Calgary. Extensions are 
required to the present facilities at the Ponoka and Oliver 
Mental Institutes and at Keith Sanatorium in Calgary. The 
program also will include additional construction at the Pro- 
vincial Gaols and the Bowden Institution, together with agri- 
cultural buildings at Olds and Brooks and a new Provincial 
Building at Peace River. 


Further provision will be requested this year, under the 
terms of The Self Liquidating Projects Act, which already has 
proved of great benefit to many Municipalities. You also will 
be asked to approve amendments to The Municipal Assistance 
Act designed to extend greater assistance to Municipalities and 
particularly to aid those Municipalities which are in more 
difficult financial circumstances. 


There will be presented for your consideration a bill to 
enact a new Town and Village Act which will correspond in 
purpose to The City Act which received your approval at the 
last session. 


At the beginning of the year, the administration over 
juvenile delinquency was transferred from the Department of 
Public Welfare to the Attorney General’s Department. You will 
be asked to consider legislation designed to deal more efficiently 
with this increasing problem. Legislation providing for the 
establishment of Family Courts also will be submitted for your 
approval. 


To provide for more economical and effective enforcement 
of provincial laws, a central inspection force, made up largely 
of inspectors transferred from various government departments 
is being organized under the Attorney General’s Department to 
work in close collaboration with the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 
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A program of motor vehicle inspection, approved at the last 
session, was put into effect during the past year in an effort to 
reduce the heavy toll of lives in motor vehicle accidents on our 
highways. As a further step to greater highway safety, you 
will be asked to appropriate the necessary funds at this session 
to provide for a program of driver testing in the case of new 
applicants for drivers’ licenses and in cases where drivers have . 
been involved in highway accidents. 


Alberta’s growing tourist industry, which last year reached 
all-time proportions, will be further stimulated by an aggressive 
promotional campaign during the coming year. Other promo- 
tional activities for which you will be asked to make provision 
will include cultural development and the encouragement of 
handicrafts. 


The unsettled state of world affairs still makes imperative 
an adequate program for civilian defence. In this respect, you 
will be asked to provide funds for the standardization of all 
fire fighting equipment to assure the greatest possible measure 
of mutual aid in the event of civil disaster. 


Provision will be made for the further extension of Treasury 
Branch services. Problems in obtaining senior staff have re- 
tarded expansion plans but every effort is being made to over- 
come this difficulty and establish a system of Treasury Branches 
adequate to assure the people of the Province an effective 
measure of control over their own credit resources. 


A large scale expansion of Alberta Government telephone 
facilities will be reflected in the statutory provision of capital 
funds you will be asked to approve for this important public 
service. . 


During this session, two special committees, appointed by 
this Legislature to recommend amendments to The Workmen’s 
Compensation Act and to study the rules of procedure in this 
Assembly will submit their respective reports for your attention. 


The Public Accounts for the past fiscal year, together with 
the Estimates for the coming year will be submitted for your 
most careful consideration. 


__ I leave you now to the discharge of your Legislative duties 
with the full confidence that your deliberations under Divine 
guidance will be in the best interests of each and all of our 
citizens.

TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY: 
MOsT GRACIOUS SOVEREIGN, 


We, Your Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, members 
of the Legislative Assembly of Alberta, in Session assembled, 
humbly beg leave to express our deep sympathy with Your 
Majesty in the affliction and loss you have suffered by the death 
of Your Majesty’s father, our late beloved Sovereign. 


The people of Alberta, whose representatives we are, share 
Your Majesty’s sorrow with a deep sense of personal loss arising 
from their vivid recollections of the friendly, gentle and kindly 
Monarch who visited this Province in 1939. 


King George VI, by His selfless devotion to duty, His 
integrity of purpose, His physical and moral courage in times 
of national and personal crisis, His steadfast determination to 
share the lives and lot of His peoples, His truly Christian 
qualities of heart and mind, endeared Himself to all His peoples 
throughout the Commonwealth, enhanced the dignity and pres- 
tige of the Crown, and won the admiration and respect of the 
whole Free World. 


Amid the grief attendant upon the death of Your beloved 
father, the people of Alberta welcome Your Majesty’s accession 
to the Throne of Your ancestors, confident that Your Majesty 
will enrich the noble heritage which is Yours, that You will 
ever seek to promote that happiness and well-being of all Your 
people. Constant and fresh in our memories is the picture of 
the Gracious Princess whom we were privileged and honoured 
to greet in our Province such a brief while ago. The people of 
Alberta demonstrated then our attachment to the Throne, our 
pride in the Commonwealth, and our affection for Your Person. 
We assure Your Majesty of the continued devotion of our people. 


We, the Members of the Legislative Assembly of Alberta, 
pledge that in the discharge of our duties and responsibilities, 
it shall be our constant desire and determination to uphold and 
support Your Majesty to the utmost of our wisdom and authority. 


The Leader of the Opposition and the Leader of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation replied to the motion. 


The motion was carried unanimously by a standing vote. 
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The Assembly registered its vote by standing one minute 
in silence.

charges amounting frequently to many times $1.00 a day; and 


Whereas, only Alberta citizens in those municipalities which 
have agreed to participate have even the very limited benefit 
noted ; 

Therefore, be it Resolved that this Assembly ask the Gov- 
ernment to give consideration to the provision of a Province-wide 
scheme of hospitalization that will cover all residents of Alberta, 
similar to the scheme in effect in the Province of Saskatchewan, 
where for an annual payment of $10.00 per adult and $5.00 per 
child with a maximum of $30.00 per family, every resident of the 
Province can obtain in any hospital in the province public ward 
accommodation without the payment of any daily charge what- 
ever, together with all ordinary drugs, X-rays, dressings and 
casts, laboratory service, special diets, use of operating and case 
rooms, anaesthetics, physiotherapy and all other general hospital 
services without any additional payment by the patient. 


And be it further Resolved that this Assembly ask the Gov- 
ernment to give consideration to providing entirely out of the 
General Revenue of the Province such portion of the cost of 
such scheme as is not paid for by the total of the annual indi- 
vidual and family contributions.

Whereas, under the Government Scheme as provided in Sas- 
katchewan, for this fractional cost every resident of the province 
or his dependents who are injured in an accident in which a 
motor vehicle is involved receives compensation for bodily injury, 
for lost time in employment, or for death, funeral expenses and 
other compensation not granted at all by the much more costly 
insurance policies issued by private companies operating in 
Alberta; and 


Whereas, in spite of the great cost to Alberta motorists and 
the relatively meagre protection when accidents do occur, private 
insurance companies operating in Alberta all too frequently 
force motorists into expensive law suits before paying even the 
amounts provided under the policy: 


Therefore, be it resolved that this Assembly ask the Govern- 
ment to give consideration to the provision of Automobile Ac- 
cident Compensation and Automobile Accident Insurance at 
cost under a scheme patterned after that which has been operat- 
ing successfully in Saskatchewan for the past several years.

The proper course for persons 
who feel called upon to attack the conduct of a judge is to 
proceed by way of a petition in which all the allegations are 
specifically stated so that the person accused may have full 
opportunity to answer the charges presented against him.

I thank you for the provisions you have made to meet the 
needs of the public service. 


In relieving you from your duties and declaring the Assem- 
bly prorogued, I pray that under Divine Providence our Province 
may make ever increasing progress in the attainment of general 
prosperity and happiness. 


April 10th, 1952. 
The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“It is His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor’s 
Will and Pleasure that this Legislative Assembly be now pro- 
rogued and this Legislative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”
